letters it is well to keep iii mind that 
they supplement each other, that all 
together they constitute a complete 
discussion of the subject in all its 
phases. 
T o get all the good there is 
in any single one of them one should 
read them all in order to preserve the 
continuity of the argument. 
Letter 
T o the Consumer No. II is as fol­ 
lows: 


D E A R MR. C O N S U M E R : 


Th e retail merchant in your com ­ 
munity very often has much less at 
stake there than you have. 
The prosperity or lack of prosperity 
of the community may mean much 
less to him than it does to you. 
His investment in your community 
may be represented entirely by the 
stock of goods he is carrying. 
lf your particular community does 
not afford him prosperity according 
to his necessities it is a comparatively 
j simple matter for him to close out 
his stock and go elsewhere, taking 
with him that part of the prosperity 
of your community which his capital 
added to it. 
If you are a farmer, let us say— 
since we are writing of mail order 
house patronage, and 
agriculturists 
are very large patrons of the mail or­ 
der 
institutions— your 
holdings ' in 
your community represent many thou­ 
sands of dollars, so that its continued 
prosperity is 
vital— most 
vital— to 
your own prosperity. 
It is true that many retail 
mer­ 
chants have property interests in the 
communti^s in which they live in ad­ 
dition to their mercantile 
interests. 
It is true also that many mail order 
house patrons have small financial in­ 
terests of any kind. 
It may be safely stated, however, 
that the interests of the average far­ 
mer. who is the great catalogue house 
patron, are more closely bound up in 
the welfare of his community than 
are the interests of the average retail 
merchant. 
It must be plain, then, that you who 
have much at stake in your comm uni­ 
ties are placing the responsibility on 
the w rong shoulders when you de­ 
mand that in order to retain your pat­ 
ronage merchants w ho 
have 
com ­ 
paratively little at stake shall compete 
in assortment of stocks, and to the 
exact dollar and cent in prices, with 
some millionaire merchant in a dis­ 
tant city.

Barber said, 'Yes sir, I’M go out with 
you’.” This was when Fisher asked

He made the ridiculous assertion that 
Mr. Barber struck him, using this as a 
ground for self defense. Fisher said:
